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FREE DENTAL CLINIC 
REPORT 


Altona’s children seem to have 
bad teeth—and the situation has 
become worse since 1965. 

Between February 7 and De- 
cember 19 last year, 374 Altona 
children attended the Altona 
Dental Clinic. 

Theservice was free. 

There were 209 boys and 165 
girls examined. 

Of the 374 children, only 150 
were found to have satisfactory 
teeth. 

Fifty-four of the children were 
required to have extractions un- 
der general anaethetic, and 187 
children had to have teeth filled. 

The average age of the chil- 
dren was four years. 

The number of children who 
had satisfactory teeth was 40.1 
per cent. 

This is a sharp drop from the 
previous year when the average 
number of children with good 
teeth was 47.5 per cent. | 

The children, or their parents, 
were rather lax when it came to 
keeping appointments. 

The average number of broken 
appointments was 23 per cent, 
a rise of six per cent. on 1965. 

However, Mr. Michael 7. L. 
Ho, the clinic’s dental officer, 
said that the majority of parents 
appeared quite co-operative and 
seemed to appreciate the free 
treatment provided.

The Fifth Avenue Kindergarten in Altona North 
has been teaching its children to appreciate music with

“The children’s musical experiences were en- 
hanced by the addition to equipment of a Pipe- 


phone, 


“This has helped the children's 
feeling for pitch and tone as 
well as providing the stimulus 
of a mellow beli-like sound 
(very much appreciated by the 
adult, listener) when percussion 
instruments are used. We are 
very grateful for the water tray 
sent to us by the shire council. 
Not only has it been ideal as a 
cooling medium on the few really 
hot days we have had, but it 
has given to the children science 
experience suitable tp their state 
of development. 


“A good selection of books has 
helped greatly with language de- 
velopment, not only with chil- 
dren of Australian-born parents, 
but very dramatically with 
children of migrant parents. We 
still need more books and pro- 
vision is being made to increase 
the library for next year. 
“Unfortunately, our centre was 
not visited by a medical officer 
from the Department of Health 
this year. This is a pity, but I 
understand, the kindergartens 
are in excess of the time avail- 
able to medical officers for ex- 
amination of children. We had 
two delightful Christmas parties 
with mothers, younger children 
and visitors participating. We 
were visited on one of these 
days by Mr. Waiers, and on the 
other by the Department of 
Health District Supervisor, Miss 
Stein. 


“Children enjoyed several out- 
ings from the centre during this 
year. The last of these was a 
visit to the “Princess of Tas- 
mania’ and a bus tour of the 
wharves and heli-port. Both 
groups of children were taken 
on different days on this excur- 
sion and concepts were broad- 
ened and clarified by their par- 
ticipation. We were lucky 
enough to catch the Williams- 
town ferry on the homeward 
journey with the “B’ group of 
children and I was surprised to 
find that only three of the chil- 
dren out of 15 had ridden on the 
ferry before our trip. 

“There had been a great deal 
of interest created by the Gum 
Emperor cocoons.

ALTONA BUS LINE CHANGES HANDS 


Altona Bus Lines was inaugu- 
rated by Mr. Jack Joiner in 
April, 1956. The previous Altona 
service had been discontinued 
and Mr. Joiner purchased its 
buses and commenced business 
in a small way. 

He ran the service between 
Altona and Williamstown and 
commenced the run to Geelong 
Road which ultimately continued 
on to Footscray. 

Records show that the takings 
on the first trip to Geelong Road 
were 6d. 

The service to Footscray was 
started after much opposition. 
Those opposing were four other 
bus lines, the Tramways Board, 
the Victorian Railways and the 
Footscray City Council, 

Altona Shire Council also dis- 
agreed with its early extensions, 
particularly to Altona West. 

Mr, Joiner has said that 
“nothing has been won without 
Plenty of hard work and having 
to fight for whatever you want.” 

Mr. Joiner acquired four 
buses to commence his opera- 
tions and finished with 13 buses 
and 16 employees. 

Figures for last year show 
the buses travelled approxi- 

mately 290,000 miles and carried 
1,395,000 passengers for the 
year. In this time $44,000 was 
paid in wages to local em- 
ployees. 

Mr. Joiner, originally a River- 
ina farmer forced out by 
drought, came to Melbourne in

Tweed Heads on the Gold Coast. 
Here he has ‘been equally suc- 
cessful, 

In November, 1965, the Minis- 
ter for Agriculture presented 
him with a Certificate of Merit 
for work in sub-tropical and 
clover pastures. 

Mr. Joiner has not fully con- 
sidered his future plans but they }: 
will of course include considera- 
tion of retirement(?) to his 
Tweed Heads property. 

In his operation of the bus 
service Mr. Joiner had his, 
troubles. 

At times he has been crticised 
but not without rejoinders. 

The general consensus is that 
he has run an efficient service 
with courteous and attentive 
drivers. 

That the service will now be- 
come part of a larger co-ordi- 
nated system should on the 
whole be in Ajtona’s interest: 

The new proprietor, Mr. Sitch, 
who takes over from February 
27, said he, at present, has no 
plans other than to carry on 
the service with the same elli- 
ciency as his predecessor. 

He will be taking over all Mr. 
Joiner's . employees. He is 
strongly in favour of the pre- 
sent amicable relations existing 
between staff and travellers.
